Dont Like the Promised Land.

Dan Cryor, who managed the J.
F. Collins it Sons ranch last year,
returned from a prospecting trip
through New Mexico and Arizona
and was in Sonora Tuesday. Mr.
Cryor did not liko tho country
anil was glad to bo able to get
back to Texas. He was looking
through tho country during the
months of April, May and June,
and must have neon it at its
worst at least from his descrip-
tion the poorest country vouever
heard of was better than the slate
of Montezuma. He says it's a
pretty country to look at and the
tall waving gnisso-- ) would make a
tneMjuite country man think he
had found the promised land.

Mr. Cryor says tlio iipneurunces
are deceptive; that cattle, sheep
and even goats do not do well and
in many places are dying and
that the small ranchmen are now
feeding their cattle on rolled bar-
ley at $1.75 pur hundred pounds
and are generally obliged to feed
four months in the year. He says
the big stockman do not seem to
care about cattle dying and make
no preparations to feed. Horses
keep in pretty good condition if
not worked and the burro does
better than any other kind of
stock. IIo savs men can got em-

ployment in tho initios and on the
railroads at good wages but tho
cowboy is only employed for two
months in tho year at $50 por
month, unless he happens to get
in with some big outfit. He says
Douglas is on a boom because of
tho erection of two largo smelters
that expect to do tho smelting for
some large mines in old Mexico.

Mr. Cryer says if any ouo in
Texas wants to move to New
Mexico or Arizona and has the
moving fovor very bad he would
advise them to make tho trip in
tho fall, as tho country is then at
its best and certainly looks fine.
